BRITISH MINISTER WITHDRAWS. 


LANSDOWNE TELLS WHY. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
LONDON. June 19.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.] In the House of Lords today, 
Foreign Minister Lansdowne an- 
nounced that the British Minister to 
Servia had been instructed to with- 
draw from Belgrade for some time on 
the arrival there of King Peter, and in 
the meanwhile to do nothing which 
could be construed as a recognition of 
the government. Lord Lansdowne ex- 
pressed his indignation at the crimes 
at Belgrade, and said he thought ‘t 
was not desirable that Sir George Bon- 
ham, the British Minister, should be in 
that city when the new régime was in- 
augurated. 

The Foreign Minister added that no 
proposal had been received for con- 
certed action toward Servia by the pow- 
ers, but the British government had 
no intention of maintaining ordinary 
relations with the persons concerned 
in the massacres. The government 
yielded to none in the abhorrence of 
events which had lately disgraced the 
capital of Servia, and that abhorrence 
had not been diminished by later in- 
telligence which had reached the For- 
eign Office. It would be no exagger- 
ation to say that it would be hard to 
find a parallel for the outrages, even 
in the annals of the states which made 
no pretense to be included among the 
civilized communities. 

The government had ascertained that 
France and Italy were maintain- 
ing an attitude toward Servia sim- 
lar to that of Great Britain, while 
Austria and Germany were 

to recognize the new régime. although 
Russia appeared to have claimed that 
proper punishment should be inflicted. 
He thought Great. Britain could not 
usefully propose to the other powers 
concerned measures of_a punitive char- 
acter against the authors of the out- 
rages. He had telegraphed to the 


M. Kalievics, talked to the Associated 
Press correspondent tonight with the 
utmost frankness. The minister ex- 
plained the necessity of some one tak- 
ing office in order to insure the con- 
tinuance of the Federal organization 
after the vollent coup detat. He was 
elected to office practically by force, 
but he was happy and willing to do 
his utmost for his country in her p*es- 
ent distressed condition. He commented 
on the tranquillity which prevailed 
throughout the country, and even ad- 
mitted that he was surprised that there 
had not been a single attempt at repri- 
sals. 

It had not been necessary to change 
any of the provincial officers of the late 
régime. Regarding the official version 
of the tragedy in the royal palace, the 
minister said the government was too 
busy now to draw up such a document. 
Besides, only the officersz who partic- 


ipated in it could give the detals. He 


did not expect a complete revision of 
the Cametitetion until after the arrival 
of King Peter. Such arrangements as 
had been made were simply with a 
view to its easier working. In conclu- 
sion, he expressed his confidence that 
the new régime would restore peace 
to Servia.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S VIEWS.

@isregard the injunction granted 
Yesterday in the Virginia court, which 
forbids the resumption of work on the 
Galveston pending a settlement of the 
Claim of the subcontractors, who have 
net heen old for material furnished. 

In his opinion, addressed to the Pres- 
ident, Atty.-Gen. Knox, say. that the 
letter of Secretary Moody raises the 
questions of the right and power of the 
United States to take immediate and 
complete possession for all purposes of 
vessels of the United States in course 
of completion under contracts with 
shipbullders, when there has been a 
breach of contract with the latter. Mr. 
Knox continues: 

“The right of a party in ordinary 
litigation to a release of property from 
attachment upon giving a bond for in- 
demnity is fundamental. It manifestly 
applies with greater force and reason 
in a case affecting the government than 
where the interests of private litigation 
alone are involved. The statute of 1884 
enables the government, although not 


made such, to intervene without pre- 
judice and invoke that doctrine. 

“The nature and necessities of the 
subject, the sovereign claims and the 
interest, the object to be gained, in 
the words of the statute and its reserva- 
tlons, all convince me beyond doubt 
that the stipulation to be entered into

is an engagement on behalf of the 
United States, which shall be addres- 
sed to and filed with the particular

For this ‘season, I shall defer 
answering that question.”

THE STUFF THEY EAT. 

Some Peculiar Dainties Enjoyed by 

Erratic Humenity—Hard to Believe, 

but Really True. 

{Pearson's (London) Weekly] Nga- 
pe is a dainty peculiar to the Burmese; 
this is how it is prepared: A hole is 
dug in the ground and a lager of fish 
is placed on the bottom. Then some 
salt is thrown in, with the addition 
of some chiles and various other veg- 
etables. Then there is placed a layer 
of earth, then another of fish, and 
another layer of salt, and so on until 
the pit is filled up. The mass is left 
here until it becomes quite rotten. 

After a good many months the black 
putrid mass is taken up. The odorous 
stuff then is called Nga-pe, and is he'd 
in high repute. The Burmese maintain 
that it is the finest dainty that it is 
possible to obtain. 

After all we have nearly as pecu- 
liar dainties in our ewn country. At 
an inquest held on a child not long 
ago it was stated that she had been 
fed on salmon, icé cream, pickles and 
jam. The mother of this child—quite 
a young woman—had lost three chil- 
dren within a week. 

The Mexican national drink is an- 
other peculiar concoction. The best 
way to get an idea of its peculiari- 
ties is to take a mixture of flour ant 
water, and allow it to stand until a 
rich green mould grows upon it. n 
it gives a smell which permeates th: 
place for a good distance round, the 
preparation may be considered com- 
plete. 

This is, according to Mr. J. W. 
Rowntree of York a very fine substi- 
tute for the Mexican national drink. 
The preparation of the beverage is not 
at all expensive.

Sir Harry Johnston says he has tast- 
ed a most peculiar dish. It was 
while he was in a very wild part of 
West Africa, on the Upper Cross Riv- 
er. He was hauled out of his canoe, 
and his servants were imprisoned tem- 
porarily, but he himself was taken to 
a great feast. . 

This was in honor of some ancestors 
of the tribe. As a matter of fact some 
part of the ancestral feast consisted 
of the ancestors themselves. 

Amongst the dainties served at the 
dinner was a rather agreeably-flavored 
red dish. He asked his host what ws 
its composition.

“The White Death.

The hands be- 
come useless from wrist-drop, and pa- 
ralysis, fits, blindness, impeded speech 


and ineanity ensue. Since last No- 
vember about ten deaths have come 
before the public, but returns are 


faulty and inquests often unsatisfa«- 
tery. in the last are two boys and 
six women, none of them over twen- 
Aywne. This feature of early death 
marks nearly every instance. Every- 
thing in the potteries settles around 
this one trade. Out of the 35,000 wo- 
men employed throughout the coun- 
try at this work, 20,700, not counting 
girls under eighteen, are found in the 
Staffordshire towns.

he is safe Even if he takes refuge 
in the house of a brother of the man 
he has slain, that is the case. He 
may not remain there forever, but 
three days he can live on the best the 
house provides. When that time is up 
he is shown on his way. Twenty-four 
hours he is given to make good his 
escape. 

After that the amnesty is over and 
the blood feud, which goes down the 
generations, begins. 

If the man in fleeing meets a horse- 
man or a buffalo-cart, or a shepherd 
and his flock, if he puts his hands 
on the horseman’s saddle or clutches 
the horns of an animal, the owner 
grants him grace or fights for him 
if his pursuers refuse to give it. 

The tax-collector makes his rounds 
under a 3 force of soldiers, but 
there is not a law court, civil or crim- 
inal, in all Albania. It is better, 
though, perhaps, to leave the strongest 
and bravest chief to rule than to have 
such justice as exists in Macedonia. 

Some years ago some of the wealth- 
ler Albanians started a school to teach 
their children their own tongue. One 
evening the professor disappeared. He 
was stolen by Turkish soldiers and im- 


prisoned. He was held for  eigit 
months and then released without 
trial. He received the same old 


Turkish shrug of the shoulders when 
he requested the reason for the out- 


rage. 

There is one girls’ school in the Al- 
banian tongue in Scutari, Southern Al- 
bania, but the woman is nothing in 
the Turk's eye: and, besides, it is un- 
der the protection of a foreign mission 
board; so it is tolerated. 

When you ask a Turk how many 
children he has he is liable to reply, 
with a gloomy shake of the head: 
“Only two, but five girls.” 

Albanians dress in elaborate style. 
The costumes in different quarters 
vary, but usually they will have a 
soft homespun white shirt of fine tex- 
ture; a sleeveless jacket, beautifully 
worked in black and red braid, and 
reaching to the waist; a sash, usually 
red, wound round and round, the end 
tucked in gracefully on one side—from 
this sash the jeweled hatt of a poinard 
and an elaborate pistol-grip stick out 
above, and the blade and barrel be- 
low—and then there is a light, tight- 
fitting trouser, flaring out over the 
shoe, worked in the red and black of 
the jacket from the hip to the knee. 
Crown this with a handsome fez and 
you have, in feminine parlance, “a 
stunning creation.”

EXICO AND THE “PIOUS FUND.” 

A dispatch from the City of Mex- 
ico, under date of June 17. conveyed 
the information that the Mexican 
government had deposited wi'h Unite: 
States Minister Clayton the srm of 
1,420,680 pesos and 67 centavos on ac- 
count of the so-called “Pics Fund” 
award of The Hague tribunal. The 
money is to be (and presumably It 
has been, ere this) remitted ta Arch- 
bishop Riordan of San Francisco, the 
titular claimant. 

In thus paying off the entire amount 
of the award, Mexico has fulfilled the 
promises made immediately after the 
decision of The Hague court, and has 
set an example worthy of emulation 
by all other nations, by her prompt 
and graceful acquiescence in the find- 
ings of the court of arbitration. The 
decision of the court, Which was unan- 
imous, was rendered Octc er 14, 1902. 
Its provisions were as follows: 

(1.) That the ciaim of the United 
States in behalf of the Archbishop of 
San Francisco is governed by the 
principle of res judicata, in virtue of 
the arbitration decision pronounced by 
Sir Edward Thornton, November 11. 
1875, and amended by Sir Edward 
Thornton October 24, 1876. 

(2.) That in conformity to this de- 
cision. the government of the United 
States of Mexico should pay the gov- 
ernment of the United States of Amer- 
ica $1,420,682 in money of the legal 
currency of Mexico, within the period 
fixed by Article 10 of the proctoco! of 
Washington. This sum will cover the 
total payment of annuities due from 
and unpaid by the government of the 
Mexican republic, namely, the annua! 
payment of $43,050 in Mexican cur- 
rency from February 2, 1869, to Feb- 
ruary 2, 1902. 

(3.) The government of the United 
States of Mexico will pay to the gov- 
ernment of the United States, Febru- 
ary 2, 1903, and every following year, 
for the same date forever. an annual 
payment of 843.050 of money of the 
legal currency of Mexico. 

Minister Mariscal, of the Mexican 
Foreign Office, soon after the award of 
The Hague court, said: Mexico, as 
is her duty, and according to her 


ceeded, is, under the circumstances, 
nothing short of magnanimous. 

It is not improbable, now that Mex- 
ico has paid the accrued interest in 
full on these claims, that the payment 
of the principal (amounting to about 
5800 000. Mexican,) will be next con- 
sidered.

JAPAN'S SLIGHT HOPE. 


Russia Appears to be Strong Enough 
to Easily Crush Her—The Bear's 
Great Army of Fighters. 

[Collier's Weekly:} American capital- 


ists, with all

provide funds for Japan, for the simple 


reason that Japan is already over head 
and ears in debt, and the 
resources of the country can not guar- 
entee even the interest on her loans.

VWersonally, I answer the ques- 
tion in this way, that Germany, count- 
ing on her allies, England and Italy, 
was seeking friction with the United 
State, with the defined determination to 
bring it about. England, on the other 
hand, counting on a bluff and on Mr. 
Hay'’s sympathies, wished to test the 
Monroe Doctrine, but reflected that for 
the immelate pleasure of joining with

be tried by the Hay-Biddile-Rogers 
gang of boycotters on the business 
men of Los Angeles. This is the old 
game of blackmail. The itching para- 
sites of the labor unions say they are 
going to publish and circulate a list of 
“friendly” and “unfriendly” merchants 
and business men. A small “friendiy” 
list is already out. 

It is the old story of the “fair” and 
“unfair” houses which the boycotting 
sheet that preys on union labor has 
been keeping up during its disgra-eful 
existence, This means malicious and 
senseless attempts at boycott and, 
where the gang can make it succeed, 
blackmail. 

Wife-deserter Rogers of the Union 
Labor News was the pioneer in this 
field in Los Angeles. or a time te 
fattened on the gains made out of 
blackmailing merchants—a few of them 
only, it may be said—but complete ex- 
posure soon spoiled his game. 

For a few moons he got “ads” ga- 
lore and coined money—and the poor 
fool thought it was going to last. 

But something new is planned for the 
latest friends“ and ‘“infriendiy” 
list. Hay, Biddle, Rogers and the 
rest of the gang have learned that even 
the free circujation of the labor-union 
“organ” doesn’t help their boycotting 
schemes any. Ihe people, rabid union- 
ists excepted, won't read the paper 
even if it is free. 

a more general circulation is to 
be given to this list, but just how this 
is to be accomplished has. not been de- 
cided on by Hireling Hay and the 
Others. Plans are still in abeyance, 
but it is known that the scheme is to 
be tried.

They are conf ly 
pretty nearly broke.“ Instead of at- 
fecting legitimate labor circles the nu- 
merous strikes have resulted in taxing 
the unionists more than they have been“ 
able to bear. Within the past month 
the Executive Committee of the Coun- 
cil of Labor has been taking in double 
doses of money from unionists lucky 
enough to be at work, and have been 
paying it out—some of it—for th»: sup- 
port of strikers. The men who have 
to dig are beginning to cry. “enough,” 
and the boss delegates are anxipus 
about their salaries. 

A special meeting of the chief hire- 
lings of the Council of Labor and the 
walking delegates among the strikers } 
has been called for the first of next 
week, and it is thought that the biack- 
mailing plan will be set afoot. 

BAKER IS SATISFIED. 

An erroneous report is current that 
employers of pipe and tank makers, 
who struck for eight hours’ work and 
nine hours’ pay, have difficulty in se- 
curing men to fill the strikers’ places. 
Nred Baker, ident of the Baker 
Iron Works, said last night that he had 
secured already within a week's time 
fifty out of the sixty men that he 
needed when the strikers walked out. 

The situation throughout the city and 
the State is the same. Pipe and tank 
makers are unskilled laborers, as it 
only requires a few weeks to learn the 
trade, and the question of men is not 
a difficult one to solve.

In March of this year the two largest 
steamships ever, until then, construct- 
ed in America, were launched on the 
Delaware and turned over to 4 trans- 
Pacific Steamship Company for service 
on its Pacific Coast Hong Kong line. 
In April the largest steamship ever 
built anywhere in the world was 
launched at New London, Ct., and 
she, too, is destined to aid in the ad- 
vancement of our Oriental trade. ; 

So rapidly has our trade with the 
Far East grown within the last decade, 
that two Japanese and several Ameri- 
can companies are spending millions 
upon millions in their efforts to outdo 
each other in the construction of the 
most capacious carriers. Japan set the 

ce by laying keels for half a dozen 
§000-ton vessels destined for trans-Pa- 
cific trade; the Paeific Mail followed 
suit with the Korea, the Siberia, the 
Minnehaha and the Minnetonka, of 
double the capacity of the Japanese 
boats, and the Great Northern Com- 
pany immediately raised the capacity 
of its proposed vessels from 16,000 to 
28,000 tons, It 
this line that was Jaunched at New 
London, to be followed in sixty days 
by her sister ship, the Dakota. 

The carrying capacity of the Minne- 
sota makes tne Cedric's, the Oceanic’s 
and the Cymric's of the Atlantic fleets 
appear Lilliputian by comparison, for 
either of the Great Northern boats will 
carry one-third more freight than 
could any vessel that has ever crossed 
the Atlantic. 

Freight rates, it is promised, will be 
cut in two, so that no European nation 
need hope to compete with us in the 
Orient. That smaller vessels will be 
unable to compete with these vast 
carriers is demonstrated by the fact 
that although Japan gives large sub- 
sidies, and the Japanese pay their 
sailors less than one-tenth the wages 
of American sailors, not even the new 
6,000-ton boats will be able to carry 
freight profitably in competition with 
the American Pacific liners. With 
both our transcontinental railways 
ending at San Francisco and Seattle, 
building the largest steamships in the 
world, and the Trans-Siberian prepar- 
ing to follow suit, it seems inevitable 
that the day of great achievements 
must soon set upon the Atlantic to 
dawn again upon the waters of the 
Pacific, tributary to the shores of 
which live ‘nearly a billion human be- 
ings who are rapidly learning to feed 
on our Western ficur, clothe themselves 
in Southern gottons and utilize the in- 
ventions of the Northern Yankee.—

The Consul took it to St. Peters- 
burg, where it was resognized as the 
missing Strad. The only link wanting 
is how the fiddle got Jost, and who stole 
it. Now that it h been recovered 
the inquiry will cease. The Czar is 
very grateful to Mr. Partello for re-

The story 
of medieval India is a case in point. 


Such a book, apart from the series in 
which it appears, would not have found 
ten years. 
Few are interested in medieval India. 
But the book has come out in connec- 
tion with other volumes that have been 
widely and favorably known. The re- 
suit is that ten, if not twenty, will pur- 
chase and read the book where one 
would have looked at it apart from the 
series. There has been thereby a dis- 
tinct gain to all parties. A history 
of medieval india, by which we are to 
derstand the period between the Mo- 
hammedan invasions and the British 
conquests, or from 712 to 1764, is not 
interesting reading as history goes 
There are limitations in the subject 
which prevent any elaborate attempts 
at tracing the development of organic 
institutions and the evolution of na- 
tional life. There is vastly more to do 
with the chronicles of kings and 
courts, We have been accustomed by 
recent writers upon English history to 
regard this style as antiquated. And 
so it is among people whose character- 
istics have been not so much the for- 
tunes of the crown as the rise and de- 
velopment of a revolution that has 
changed the whole face of society 
But no one with the slightest know- 
ledge of the subject w have expect- 
ed chis in any history of India. It is 
a land in which there has been nearly 
as much conservatism as in China. 


There has been a stability to the life 
of the people that has rendered the 
whole interest in the narrative the 
varying fortunes of the ruling classes. 
In the East the people do not change, 
and there, far more than among pro- 
gressive races, the “simple ansals of 
the poor.“ however roving and pathetic, 
are indescribably trite and monotonous 
eompared with those more fortunate 
to whom has been given wealth, power 
and knowledge. The fortunes of rulers 
are therefore the only points of real in- 
terest. Mr. Eane-Poole has recognized 
and confessed the limitations under 
which he was working. He has pro- 
duced a well-written work in spite of 
the great drawbacks to the production 
of a book that could hold any popular 
interest. And the popular reader is 
now in possession of a book addressed. 
at least so far as any similar book 
could be, to the non-professional reader 
who can enter into that long and im- 
portant period which lies between the 
classical period of India and the estab- 
lishment of English rule.

DOWN THE ORINGOO IN A CANOE Ry 8.

Of late we have had a number of 
books on travel in foreign lands. There 
have been the explorations in Thibet 
which have taken the place for the-mo- 
ment of the travels in Africa, which 
was once a terra incognita, but is now 
nearly as well known as lands that 
have been long explored. The book be- 
fore us differs from those which have 
been recently in favor in several ways. 
In the first place, it is a record of trav- 
el that belongs to entirely new terri- 
tory. There have been no attempts in 
modern times to descend the Orinoco, 
at least none of which there is any 
record. The early conquerors left no 
tale that has much present interest, 
Their point of view was somewhat dif- 
ferent from that to which we have 
grown accustomed during the past cen- 
tury or two. The wanderings of some 
seeker for India rubber have not been 
recorded, and we do not knew whether 
they have ever passed through the 
same scenes as the author of this book 
has journeyed. In the second place, 
this book differs from many otherwise 
similar in character, in that it was not 
undertaken by way of a journey or ad- 
venture, but was undertaken solely as 
a necessity. There is an increased in- 
terest when the reader knows that the 
author was escaping for his life. In 
the course of one of the frequent Souch 
American revolutions, his enemies had 
come into power, and it was imperu- 
tive that he should leave the country 
with all possible speed. A rapid jour- 
ney on horse and muleback enabled 
him to cross the watershed which sep- 
arated Bogota from the upper tribu- 
taries of the great river. As soon as 
he could travel by canoe, the horse 
and mules were left behind, and the 
little party committed itself to the wa- 
ters in the hope of reaching the sea. 
There are no hairbreadth escapes, no 
romance, no thrilling adventure. In 
place of all this, which would have 
added nothing of any serious impor- 
tance to the world's stock of know- 
} ledge, there is a well-written descrip- 
tion of the country through which the 
travelers passed.

THE EVOLUTION OF A GIRL’S IDEAL.

Only a bit of philosophy is that which 
Clara Laughlin presents between the 
covers of a small volume entitled The 
Evolution of a Girl's Ideal,” but it 
points a strong moral. and is well 
worth the reading. The writer de- 
scribes it as A little record of the 
ripening of the affections to the time 
of ve’s coming.“ The idea worked 
out is that however different may be 
the stern realities of life from youth's 
pleasant anticipations regarding them, 
there is always compensation. The 
writer asserts: We begin by believ- 
ing that the way of life is by acquisi- 
tion, by what the world reckons prog- 
ress. We live to learn that it is by 
abandonment, by the ability to do 
without rather than by the capability 
to gain, by the growing away from 
ideals rather than by fulfillment of 
them. and thie is not necessarily by a 
ruthless decree, but most often by a 
specially benignant one. “The girl’ of 
this book goes back to her eleventh 
year, and tells with quaint humor of a 
very thrilling affair of the heart 
through which she passed at that ma- 
ture age. Her plans for the future, 
which, it seems, she had fully devel- 
oped without assistance, she thus de- 
fines: “The boy was good enough to 
walk in the park with me, sometimes.

TREES. SHRUBS AND VINES OF THE 
“NORTHEASTERN UNITED STATES. Ry 
H Parkhurst. Charles Scribner's Sons, 

New York City. 

Here is a book that should be in the 
hand of every lover of Nature. It is 
a readable and highlv interesting ac- 
count of the trees, shrubs and vines of 
the Northeastern United States, with 
their characteristic landscape feaiures 
fully described for identiication by the 
non-botanical reader; also, an ace 
count of the principal foreign hardy 
trees, shrubs and vines cultivated in 
this country. The author, H. E. Park- 
huret, has an entertaining style, and 
his love for the forest and field is ap- 
parent on every page. It is not often 
that so much concise information is 
gathered between the covers of a book. 
Its contents are rife with new values 
of a refreshing stamp. It treats the 
subject so clearly that with its aid even 
the novice can visit the forest, the field 
or the park and identify almost every 
form of flora mentioned. The author's 
principal studies are made in Central 
Park, New York, and he gives a com- 
plete list of the shrubs, vines and trees 
to be found there. The area covered by 
this work lies between Maine and Vir- 
ginia, and from the Atlantic Coast to 
the Mississippi River. This region con- 
tains a flora of approximately 170 spe- 
cies of trees, 197 species of shrubs, and 
127 species of vines. The author tells 
us that “No previous knowledge of 
botany is here presumed upon.“ His 
aim is to keep it clear of ponderous- 
ness. “This work,” he says, is design- 
ed for the uninstructed nature-lover, 
who wishes help in learning the multi- 
tudinous forms of landscape growth all 
around him, without the labor of pre- 
liminary training in botanical science. 
It will be found of great convenience, 
moreovergto the more experienced pbot- 
anist; foryin scientific works, the 
ification being based upon the details 
of the blossom. no help is there aord- 
ed for identifying a species except in 
the short flowering period. But almost 
every tree. and a large number ef 
shrubs and vines, by the groupings of 
this book, can be learned simply from 
the leaf and other features of growth, 
and it therefore avails for fully half 
the year; and by the analytical keys 
every species can more quickly 
found than any botanist can do it by 
the current method, even with the flow- 
er In hand. Although these pages 
are designed for popular reading, the 
botanical names of plants, according to 
the revised nomenclature, have heen 
added, for convenience, to their detail- 
ed description. Yet I am free to con-

It is the style for the essay- 
ist, who needs to use it on many occa- 
sions, but to have it thrust in at all 
opportunities is annoying. The work- 
ing out of the plot is unsatisfactory,’ 
and the ending tame. It is to be sup-, 
posed that the marriage of Mies Pey- 
ton to the Socialist ‘would have been 
too much like the average novel in 
which such a choice is presented. So 
the author makes the heroine marry 
the Prince, who does not behave very 
well in his attack upon his rival. The 
author claims, as we are assured by 
the publishers, to have no prejudices 
either for or against Socialism. It ap- 
pears to us that the language in which 
she makes Stryne appeal to the lower 
class of laborers is hardly that which 
a person not prejudiced against Social- 
ism should have thought of putting 
into a heroine’s mouth. The ending of 
Stryne is also one that makes an un- 
favorable impression upon the reader. 
In order to cover up what might be re- 
garded as a prejudice, but is perhaps 
due merely to cruelty of treatment, the 
author makes a few flings against the 
wealthier classes.

A Moderate Story. 

THE STUMBLING BLOCK. By Edwin Pugh. 

A. 8. Barnes & Co.. New York. 

This is a story of some interest 
when taken as a whole. It is, for the 
most part, well written and can be 
read without much effort. But there 
is a good deal of rather dull conversa- 
tion in it. There were many places 
where the various characters might 
have been more interesting by showing 
some wit or brilliancy in their talk.

There is no sense of the inevitable- 
ness of it when it does come, there is 
not the slightest foreboding of the ca- 
tastrophe, and after it is past, there is 
not that effect wpon the course of the 
tale as would be expected. In such a 
story as this, the author is bound to 
show a just proportion in the treat- 
ment of the various parts. and this he 
does not do. He has some splendid 
material, and yet falls to make the ma- 
terial amount to very much. And the 
secret of it all is that he has not the 
dramatic tact in arranging the ele- 
ments. No doubt, he aims after a cer- 
tain sort of realism.

An Impractical Book. 


o VADITIS? <A CALL TO THE OLD 
MORALITIES. Hv Bouck White. The ivic 
Preas, Bible House, New York. ‘Price $1.) . 


It is unpleasant to have to say any- 
thing but good of a book that has geod 
for its object, but this third volume in 
discussion of our social problems can 
hardly be viewed as other than mis- 
taken. It is a bitter arraignment of 
modern American society, for its sins, 
and the language is an imitation of 
scripture. Such an imitation, made in 
seriousness, is always a mistake in it- 
self; the imitator forgets that the 
strength and beauty of scriptural lan- 
Kuage arises entirely from the fact that 
its authors use it naturally, as we use 
modern English, whereas, to the mod- 
ern men it is artificial. Serious thought 
decked out in scriptural paraseology is 
either ridiculous or  pitiful—generally 
both; and the book under consideration 
is no exception to the rule. That the 
author means well makes the case the 
mote pitiful. 
The scriptural phraseology is, more- 
over, employed chiefly as a means of 
strong invective. The book is, indeed, 
almost entirely filled with invective, 
only the last pages being devoted to ex- 
hortations to reform, with some few 
pages of means and modes. The in- 
vective if it were not couched in scrip- 
tural language—language mage sacred 
by association—would be considered of 
too violent and rank a character to te 
{in good taste. The figures are often. 
mixed; and the occasional lapses into 
comparatively modern English, more 
particularly in the last part of the book, 
are incongruous and add to the impres- 
sion of ridiculousness. Mere invective 
is of little use. Moreover, modern so- 
clology recognizes an interdependence 
of all social conditions which in the se- 
rious student destroys the desire to 
indulge in much bitter invective against 
particular classes of people, as such--' 
against either the sins of wealth or 
the vices of poverty and illiteracy dis- 
tinctively. The difference between this 
book and the two preceding ones marks 
the difference bethween the sane, pur- 
posive reformer and the impractical 
one.

) RAILS LAID IN’ SURPRISING WAY 


TERDAY. 


Large Gang, Unannounced, Begins 
Operations on Seventh Street Double - 
track Link from Corona to Santa Ana 
Indicated by Deed for Land Strip. 


RIVERSIDE, June 19.— Without pre- 
‘lous announcement, a large force of 
vorkmen drifted in from somewhere 
this morning, and soon after. 9 o'clock 
started to plow and dig up Seventh 
street, preparatory to laying a double 
track for one of the proposed exten- 
sions of Mr. Huntington's local electric 
road. This section of the road will run 
east on Seventh street from the main 
line on Main street, to the Santa Fé 
station. It is worthy of note that the 
work of construction begun today did 
not start at either termini of the new 
line, but at Vine street. a block west 
of the Santa Fé station. Seventh street 
runs east and west, and Vine street, 
north and south. Huntington has a 
franchise for an electric road on Sev- 
enth street and the Salt Lake people 


have franchise for a steam 
road on Vine street, which, per- 
haps, explains why the electric road 


instituted proceedings at Vine street. 
It is something to have the first track 
laid at crossing points. When the large 
gang of workmen started in tearing up 


the street with plow and shovel, there 


was a little breeze of excitement which 
goon died out. The work proceeded 
quietly all day, with no sign of trouble, 
and so far as outside appearances go, 
the electric road people and the Salt 
Lake people are on amicable terms, 
and don't care a cuss which lays the 
first track at Vine street. 

It was a wonder the way Hunting- 
ton's men laid rails. By evening a sin- 
gie track of the heaviest and best ralls 
used in trolley construction was down 
on Seventh from near the Santa Fé 
tracks west to Mulberry street. The in- 
dications are that by July 1 electric 
cars will be running to the Santa Fé 
station, and that in the shortest pos- 
sible time cars will run from Rubldoux 
Heights to Victoria Hm via Seventh

CHICAGO, June 19.—Charged with 
fraud in a $3,500,000 mining deal, in 
which his commissions are declared to 
have been $200,000, Theodore Gross, a 
mine promoter, spent last night in the 
County Jail. The immediate cause of 
his imprisonment was his failure to 
secure bonds of $25,000 under a ne 
exeat writ, and his refusal to answer 
the questions of Master in Chancery 
John J. Healy. 


Walter & Company (Umited.) is 
Gross's accuser. He deciares that 
Gross fraudulently withheld $125,000 
due him as commission in the sale of 
the Camp Bird Mining Company stocks 
from Thomas F. Walsh, the Colorado 
millionaire, now of Washington, D. C., 
to the Ventura Company of London, 
This transaction was made in May, 
1902. Gross is declared to have received 
from the English investors 25,000 shares 
of the company’s stock, and a large 
sum from Walsh. Polson declares that 
his partner admitted having received 
$50,000, and that he has never ac- 
counted for this sum. 

Gross was arrested at the Chicago 
Athletic Club. He arrived in Chicago 
Tuesday evening from London, where 
he has been since last November. Six 
weeks ago, Polson in a chance con- 
versation heard that Gross had re- 
ceived the $200,000 commission, and also 
that Gross had been accused of fraud. 
ulent dealings in New York, six years 
ago. Detectives were at once detailed 
to shadow Gross, and when, he reached 
Chicago Polson was notified. He se- 
cured the writ and with a deputy sher- 
iff hurried to the clubhouse where the 
arrest followed. 

Gross was taken before Judge Chit- 
draus, who referred the hearing to 
Master Healy. After being told the 
bond that would be required Gross 
was allowed to go with a deputy to 
search for bondsmen. Later he de-
